R ir tlio f th e R ep u b lica n P a rty C eleb rated . 
Strong (Me.), August 19th — On the 7th 
of August, 1S54. a County Convention was 
held here, which organized in the name of 
the Republican party, nom inated a full 
county ticket and adopted a Republican 
platform. 
It is claimed by the people of 
Franklin county that this Convention gave 
birth to the Republican party of the United 
States. 
The claim has been disputed, bat 
surviving members of the Convention claim 
that it was the first to formally adopt the 
nam e of “ Republican.” and a distinctly 
Republican platform. They celebrated the 
30th anniversary to-day. " The date was 
postponed from the 7th to the 19th. in or­ 
der not to interfere with other celebrations. 
The town was crowded with people, and 
decorated with liags, streamers and ban­ 
ners. 
On one was printed the original 
platform of the ( 'onvention of 1854. A new 
Blaine and Ixigan banner, forty feet long, 
was raised. The procession formed at 12:1.5 
to escort the speakers to the grove. 
Seven 
Grand A rm y Posts headed the procession. 
Then followed about fifty political veterans, 
present as delegates at the Convention 
thirty years ago. 
T he exercises were held 
in Hardwood Grove, on the hillside, whore 
the people began to gather as early as S 
o’clock, 
The m eeting was called to order 
at once. 
Xel son Dingley, Jr., presided. 
He made a brief speech, principally a re­ 
view of the birth and career of the Repub­ 
lican party, closing w ith eulogistic refer­ 
ence to the party's present candidates. 
Blaine, accompanied by H annibal H am lin 
and ex-Govcrnor Robie, arrived at 2 o'clock, 
and were received with enthusiastic! liters. 
Gov. Robic first addressed the meeting in a 
brief speech. 
He caused considerable m er­ 
riment by calling for all in favor of Blaine 
for President to raise their hands.

h ard ly lie doubted that a great th o u g h t 
com m on to th e m inds o f a m illion o f m en 
could find expression at th e sam e tim e an d 
place w idely se p a ra te d ; but I th in k it is 
historically true th a t the patriotic m en w ho 
m et in th is tow n o f S trong in 18.54 were 
th e pioneers o f great m ovem ents, w hich re­ 
sulted in the organization o f th e R ep u b li­ 
can party.

lished, and which recently came nniler the 
notice of the Board of Public Charities. Of 
the other eases mentioned, one existed 
w ithin six miles of H untington, Pa. 
Mr. 
Dickinson, President of the Board, heard 
of it through a friend, and when he inves­ 
tigated the complaint was horrified to find 
that a man s.5 years of age had been shut 
up in a dark room for upward of sixty 
years. 
The scene of the second case is laid in 
the Cumberland county poorhouse, where 
a pauper named Joseph Smith, bailing 
from Carlisle, was discovered chained to a 
Ja'st in the middle of a cell ten feet square. 
The chain was only two feet long. and. like 
the Crawtord county victim, he had w.iiked 
around the post so often that l is hare feet 
had actually worn the hoards into holes. 
Day and night for ten years had the 
wretched man dragged his chain after hint 
around the circle m which his walk was 
confined. 
The last ease is under investigation hv a 
medical friend of President Dickinson. 
The m an lives in Montgomery county, and 
only recently lavam c insane. 
He, too, was 
being kept chained i:i a room by relatives. 
Dickinson refuses to divulge the name of 
the victim, as ye! 
The Committee on 
Lunatics think that other like eases exist. 
They w ant to break up the private asylum 
business, and they believe it can he done 
m ore effectually if they give relatives to 
understand that no undue publicity will be 
given to the facts, if confided to tin1 com ­ 
mittee.

G e n t l e m e n : I have received your com m uni­ 
cation, dated July 28,1SS4, inform ing m e o f m y 
nom ination to the office o f President of the 
United States by the N ational Dem ocratic Con­ 
vention lately assem bled a t Chicago. I accept 
th e nom ination w ith a grateful appreciation of 
the suprem e honor conferred, and a solem n 
sense of tlie responsibility, w hich, in its accept­ 
ance, 1 assum e. 1 have carefully considered the 
platform adopted by th e Convention, and cor­ 
dially approve the sam e. So plain a statem ent 
of Dem ocratic faith and the principles upon 
w hich th at party appeals to the suffrages of the 
people, needs no supplem ent or exp’anation. It 
should he rem em bered th a t the office of Presi­ 
d ent is essentially executive iu its nature. Tlte 
laws enacted by th e legislative branch of the

DISQUALIFYING THE PRESIDENT FROM RE-ELEC­ 
TION. 
W hen we consider th e patronage of this great 
office, the allurem ents of power, the tem ptation 
to retain public place once gained, am i. m ore 
th an all, tlie availability a party finds in an in­ 
cum bent whom a horde o f office-holders, witii'a 
zeal bom of benefits received and fostered h*v 
tlie hope of favors yet to come, stand reudr ti> 
aid w ith m oney and trained jsilitieal service, 
we recognize in the eligibility of the President 
tor re-election a most serious danger to that 
calm , deliberate and intelligent political action, 
w hich m ust characterize a governm ent by the 
people. 


SOI* THROWN TO THE WORKINGMEN. 
A true Am erican sentim ent recognizes the dig­ 
nity of labor, and t h e 'fact that honor lies in 
honest toil. Contented labor is an eleiueiiP of 
national prosperity. Ability to work constitutes 
the capital o f the w ages of labor, the incom e of 
a vast num ber o f our population, and this in ter­ 
est should be jealously protected. Our w ork­ 
ing m en are not asking unreasonable term s but 
as intelligent persons they seek the same con­ 
sideration w hich those dem and who have other 
interests at stake. They should receive th eir 
full share of the care and attention of those 
who m ake a rd execute th e laws, to the end 
th a t the needs of the em ployers aud em ployes 
should alike be sul served, and tne prosperity of 
the country, the com m on heritage of both, be 
advanced. 
As related to this subject, w hile we 
should not discourage the im m igration o f those 
who come", acknow ledge allegiance to our G ov­ 
ernm ent and add to our city population, yet. as 
a m eans o f protection to our w orkingm en, a 
different m U should prevail eoneerningthose.if 
they come or are brought to our land, who 
do not intend to become Americans, tint will in­ 
judiciously eomjiete w ith those justly entitled to 
our labor. 
Iimi letter accepting the nom ination 
to the infice o f Governor, iiearlv two vears ago, 
I m ade th e following statem ent. t<> w hich I 
have steadily adhered: “ The laboring classes 
constitute the m ain part of our jinpulation. 
They should be protected in their efforts peace­ 
ably to assert th eir rights w hen endangered by 
capital, tuid all statutes on this subject should 
recognize the care of the .State for honest toil, 
and be frum ed w ith a view o f im proving the 
condition of th e w orkingm an, a proper care for 
the w orkingm an being inseparable connected 
w ith the integrity o f our institutions. None of 
our citizens are m ore interested th an they in 
guarding against any corrupt influences w hich 
seek to pervert th e beneficial purposes of our 
Governm ent, and none should be more w atchful 
*>t tlic* artful m achinations of those w ho allure 
them to self-inilieted injury. 
In a free country 
the curtailm ent of the absolute rights of the 
individual should only be such as is essential 
to the peace and good order ol the com m unity. 
The lim it betw een the proper subjects of the 
governm ental control and those which can be 
m ore fully leil to the m oral sense and the self­ 
im posed restraint of the citizen should be care­ 
fully kept in view. 
TIiils law s unnecessarily 
interfering w ith the habits and custom s of anv 
one of our people, w hich are lint offensive to the 
moral sentim ents of the civilized world, and 
which nr.' consistent w ith good citizenship and 
the public welfare, are unwise and vexatious. 


THE TRANSPORTATION QUESTION. 
The com m erce of a nation, to a great extent, 
determ ines its suprem acy. 
Cheap and easy 
transportation should therefore lie liberally fos­ 
tered w ithin tlie lim its of the Constitution. The 
G eneral G overnm ent should so im prove and 
protect its natural water-ways as wilt enable the 
producers o f th e country to reach a profitable 
m arket. 
THE PUBLIC SERVICE. 
Tlic people pay the wages o f the public em ­ 
ployes, and they are entitled to th e fair and 
honest work w hich the m oney thus paid should 
com m and. 
It is the duty of those intrusted w ith 
tlie m anagem ent of the affairs to see th a t such 
public service is forthcom ing. 
The selection 
am i retention of subordinates in tlie Govern­ 
m ent em ploy should depend upon th eir ascer­ 
tained fitness and tlie value of tlieir work, and 
they should be neither expected nor allow ed to 
do questionable party service. The interests of 
the people w ill be better protected, th e estim ate 
of public labor aud duty will be im m ensely im ­ 
proved, public em ploym ent w ill be open io all 
who dem onstrate th eir fitness to enter it. 
The 
unseem ly scram ble for place under the < iovern- 
m ent, w ith the consequent im portunity w hich 
em bitters official life, w ill cease, and the public 
departm ents will not be filled w ith those w ho 
conceive 
it to be 
th eir first dutv to aid 
the party to which they owe th eir place, 
instead of rendering a patient mid honest return 
to tlie people. 
I believe th a t the public tem per 
is sueli th a t the voters of th e land arc prepared 
to support the party which gives the best prom ­ 
ise ot adm inistering th e governm ent in tiie 
honest, sim ple and plain m anner w hich is con­ 
sistent w ith its character and purposes. They 
have learned th at m ystery and concealm ent ifi 
the m anagem ent of th eir affairs cover irieks 
and betrayal. The statesm anship tlicv require 
consists in honesty and frugality, and "a prom pt 
response to the needs of th e people us thev raise, 
and the vigilant protection o f all th eir varied 
interests, 
if I should be called to tlie Chief

B R IEF NOTES. 
The Board of City Trustees met in extra 
session at 10 a. M. yesterday all the m em ­ 
bers prc**it. Senator Johnson of Rieliland, 
appeared before the B oard to ask assistance 
toward the rebuilding of the John Anderson 
levee, some three miles below Richland, 
the putting in of tide water gates, and the 
im provem ent 
of 
the lower 
part 
of 
the 
city 
drainage 
canal, 
where 
it 
em pties 
into 
Snodgrass 
slough 
H e said the farmers in that section held a 
m eeting Saturday, August 9th, for the 
purpose of considering the propriety of 
m aking the necessary repairs, and to m ake 
arrangem ents for collecting $10,000, which 
would be required to m ake the contemplated 
im provem ents. 
The farmers down the 
river this season h ad a very poor fruit crop, 
in consequence do not feel able to no all 
the work thciusolvcs and ask that the city 
contribute $5,000 for that purpose. The 
Senator said he had recently hail the lower 
end of the canal at Snodgrass slough sur­ 
veyed, and from that survey ascertained 
that there was at least five-foot fall in the 
last few hundred yards th at could be uti­ 
lized and m ade of great value to the canal, 
bv the use of a properly constrtictei 1 flood­ 
gate, which would keep out the high tide. 
H e also said there were a few hum ps, or 
high places, in the canal, which should be 
cut down. W ith these im provem ents the 
canal would be made to flow, and carry off 
decay in g ‘m att *r that 
now stands stag­ 
nated 
for 
miles 
in 
the canal, and 
which 
is so 
loudly 
complained of 
hv the farmers who reside in the section 
it" passes through. 
He said the old gate 
was in very good condition, but was not 
large enough nor deep enough to do the 
work effectively. 
He said thelevk*needed 
the addition of about 4.5UO cubic yards of 
earth to m ake it as strong as it was before 
the Lovedal break, 
which caused it to 
wash out. 
L. F. Bassett. City Engineer, said lie ap­ 
proved of the floodgate ; it w ould only cost 
about $600. and would greatly assist the 
lower end of the canal. 
In answer to a 
query as to the am ount of work that had 
been" done on the levee lately, he said no 
money had been spent there since 1882, 
when 85,500 was expended. 
Last year the 
Trustees had expressed a willingness to as­ 
sist in doing the work now proposed, hut 
at that tim e the farmers were not ready. 
Mayor Brown said he was satisfied that 
the Senator’s views as to the necessity of 
the work being done, and tlu good that 
would be accomplished thereby, were cor­ 
rect, hut, owing to] the present financial 
condition of the city, lie could not see how 
the Trustees would be able to assist this 
season. 
They could sec the benefit’that 
would be derived from such action ; they 
were willing, but unable. 
H e could not 
see where they could get the funds, as no 
provision had been m ade for th at purpose. 
Trustees Nielsen aticl Gutenberger agreed 
with the Mayor. The Senator started to go 
away, rem arking that lie regretted having 
to make such an unfavorable report. H e 
was told to rem ain a m om ent. 
The Trustees retired to a private room, 
and after an executive session of fifteen 
minutes, returned and told Mr. Johnston 
that they were willing to do all in their 
power, and would endeavor to devise means 
for that purpose. 
He was requested to 
ascertain just what the farmers would do. 
and report to the Board at as early a day as 
possible. 
war upon tup. hives. 
Trustee Nielsen moved th at they take up 
for consideration the petition of property 
holders on K street, between Fifth and 
Sixth, who desired the closing up of the 
two dance-hotises or beer dives in that 
locality. 
Mayor Brown said he would like to have 
the attendance of the City A ttorney and 
1’olice Judge. 
This was a m atter that, in 
his opmion, should he blotted out at once. 
There should be a perfect understanding 
between the officers of the Court and the 
Trustees. They should form ulate a plan of 
action that would he legal and effective, 
and then proceed along the whole line at 
nee. Sacram ento he thought hail enough 
sins to answ er for, w ithout going down to 
history as the modern Gomorrah. 
Trustee Nielsen said he would wait upon 
the Police Judge ami City A ttorney and re­ 
quest their attendance. 
Trustee Gutenberger, during the absence 
of the Street Commissioner, said lie had 
been in favor of a high lieense, hut from a 
reading of the ordinance lie was convinced 
that owing to the fact that they “ charged 
no admission fee” a license could not be 
legally im posed under the present law. 
However, if they cannot he suppressed in 
any othi r way. he was w illing to enact an­ 
other ordinance im posing a tax of $1,000 
per quarter if necessary. 


TH E CITY a t t o r n e y ' s OPINION. 
City Attorney Anderson said that a num ­ 
ber of citizens who reside in the neighbor­ 
hood of those dives had complained to him 
of the loud noises, boisterous conduct and 
indecent jests and songs heard nightly. 
They had asked his advice as to petitioning 
the Trustees to w ithhold license from such 
disreputable places. 
He said there seems 
to he a plainer, speedier and more adequate 
rem edy in the law itself, and th at a com­ 
plaint to the City or District Attorney, 
based upon Section 316 of the Penal Code, 
would he more effectual in abridging th'ese 
nuisances. This section reads as follows : 
’’ Every person who keeps any disorderly 
house, or any house for the purposes of as­ 
signation or prostitution, or any house of 
public resort, by which tin* peace, comfort 
or decency of the immediate neighborhood 
is habitually disturbed, or who keeps an 
inn in a disorderly m anner, * * * * * 
is guilty ol a misdemeanor.” 
It has been 
often decided by < 'ourts and juries that any 
house kip: in su c h a m anner as to annoy 
or scandalize the public generally, or as a 
resort for thieves, drunkards or other idle 
and vicious people, is a public nuisance. 
It is sufficient if the disorder he frequent, 
ami it is not necessary that all persons re­ 
siding near or passing it are annoyed. The 
acts must he such ¡us tend to annoy good 
citizens. 
The license in these eases is no 
protection. Some doubt may exist as to 
w hether the Board of Trustees could legally 
decline to issue a license to conduct any 
business, mi the ground that such Board 
could not judicially determ ine the character 
of the business. 
The best course for those 
citizens who are subject to this dive nu i­ 
sance is to at otice apply to the Courts for 
relief, and furnish the evidence, whereupon 
the same can be abated with little trouble, 
and should lie speedily. 
Mayor Brown then, on behalf of the 
Trustees, instructed the City Attorney to 
m ake com plaint against the two houses 
complained of, and sum m on as witnesses 
th e parties who signed the petition declar­ 
ing them nuisances. 
The City Attorney said he would go to 
work immediately and do as requested. 
Judge H enry was of thcopinion that the 
City A ttorney’s advice in the m atter was 
the right one. There was plenty of law on 
the statute hooks for the punishm ent of 
that class of peace disturbers, and he was 
of the opinion that the policemen could 
cheek a great deal of it by a little extra 
exertion. 
W hen they get too loud in their 
concert -aloon.s the police should march in 
and take the proprietors and the actors and 
actresses—as they arc called—to the city 
prison and lock them up. 
A few night’s 
in an iron tank would have the effect of 
toning down their noisy proclivities—at 
least it would have the tendency of clip­ 
ping some of their high notes. 
A NEW INTERPRETATION. 
Last fair tim e all licensed gam bling had 
to lie done in the second stories of build­ 
ings. and in that way were kept out of sight 
from the people who travel on the side­ 
walks. 
A great m anv business men who 
had rooms to rent i >n the first lloor. and who 
usually rented them foe fabulous prices, 
were thus cut out of their usual revenue. 
They petitioned the Board to m ake a 
concession for fair week, hut the Hoard 
was inexorable. 
However, things have 
changed. 
T he 
Board 
has 
read 
the ordinance again, and now concede 
that it will be proper under city ordinance 
to conduct an v kind of a gam bling game 
on the street floor of anv building on J or 
K streets. They say: “ \\ e thought the ordi­ 
nance read ‘ second story,’ but instead it 
reads 1 second floor.’ T hat settles it. 
All 
the gamblers have to do now is to pay their 
license, and sail in, so long as they don't 
encroach on the sidewalk.”

Trustee Nielsen said he had been busily 
engaged for the past few days in m aking a 
tour of inspection of the balconies on the 
main streets of the city. H e found that 
the statem ent made a few days since by 
the R ecord-Union, that a large num ber of 
them were unsafe, was correct.
